FRENCH POSITION

Paris, February 9.— (By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Premier Poin- 
care, in a note given out this eve- 
ning, addressed to the United 
| States and France’s allies in the 
late war, declares flatly that 
France will be unable to send dele- 
gates to the proposed Genoa eco- 
nomic conference if any of the 
invited governments let it be un- 
derstood that they do not accept 
entirely the conditions arranged at 
the supreme council meeting at 
Cannes in January, precluding any 
discussion of the existing peace 
treety.

American government approves the 
plan of the European nations to gath- 
er in an economic conference at Ge- 
noa—but can not participate formally 
at this time in any binding agreements 
that may be proposed at the eonclave. 

America is willing and anxious to 
do her part in assisting Europe to 
economic stability—but uytil Europe 
first disposes of fundamental questions 
involved in laying the groundwork 
for that stability, the United States 
government ‘can only look on. 

This, according to high authority, 
usually yea informed, is the gist

nouncement' of the American reply is 
expected late Friday,..At the outset 
of the conference, if it still is to be 
held March 8, the United States gov- 
ernment, under this decision, would be 
represented only by an “observer” if 
at all. 
Fundamental Trouble. 

The fundamental cause for Euro- 
pean chaos, in the viewpoint of Amer- 
ican officials, is to be found in the 
maintenance of large armies. by 
France, Russia and other continental 
countries; failure of nations to bal- 
ance their budgets and failure of the 
allies to put the reparations question 
on a practical, workable basis. These 
adjustments must be agreed upon first 
by the European powers among them- 
selves for they all constitute strictly 
European problems. Once adjusted, 
America will be ready to participate 
actively in a general program of put- 
ting Europe on its feet. 

President Harding’s decision means 
- that this government will be an inter- 
ested observer of developments in the 
genoa meeting, but will not send an 
official delegation of econo.szic experts 
fully empowered to negotiate treaties. 
He does not close the door to future 
participation of this sort by the United 
States, however. Such participation 
would depend altogether upon what 
Europe did toward setting her own 
house in order. 

Only Possible Way Oct. 

The president, in reaching his de- 
cision, chose the only possible way 
out of a delicate situation, it is stated 
by -his advisers. To have sent an 
economic delegation to Genoa would 
have entailed the necessity of going 


before congress for an appropriation 
to,cover the expenses of the same, and

While Ordnance Chief 
Explains Property Val- 
uations InvolvedtoHouse 
Military Committee.

Washington, February 9.—The ad- 
visability of. reducing the time clause 
in Henry Ford’s offer for the lease 
of the Muscle Shoals, Ala., govern- 
ment owned lands from 100 to 50 
years was questioned indirectly today 
by Major General Lansing H. Beach, 
chicf of army engineers, in testimony 
before the house military committee. 
Referring to the general policy of the 
government not to lease its properties 
for a period exceeding 50 years, Gen- 
eral Beach, in his testimony at the 
second day of the hearings of the com- 
mittee on the Ford proposal for the 
lands and plants at Muscle Shoals, 
said that “it is not always advisable 
to apply one general rule to things 
big and small.” 

Secretary Weeks, who wag heard by 
the committee yesterday at its open- 
ing session, declared repeatcdly that 
in his opinion it would be unwise to 
permit the lease of public lands or 
properties to private interests for so 
long a period as 100 years. General 


Beach, however, said today that it was 


“a question in as big and important a 
matter as this wheimer the 50-year 
Tyrule would not work a hardship.” 

It was his belief, the general con- 
tinued, that in disposing of the prop- 
erties at Muscle Shoals, the paramount 
consideration should he the effect upon 
the nation’s defense rather than the 
manufacture of fertilizer. The coun- 
try, he said, should not be “caught 
again” without an adequate nitrate 
supply. 

Market for Power. 

The disadvantages of installing 
power plants in Alabama and estab- 
lishing a market for their output 
were dwelt upon at length by the en- 
gineer chief. He said it would be 
comparatively easy to install a plant 
at Niagara Falls, with a market close 
by, but quite another feat, from a 
standpoint of time, to do so in a re- 
gion like that about Muscles Shoals 
with only four cities within reasona- 
ble distance. 

The engineer officer was preceded 
on the witness stand by Major Gen- 
eral Williams, chief of ordnance, who 
occupied the greater part of the day’s 
sessions explaining valuation of prop- 
erties involved in the Ford offer. He 
estimated that the Warrior power 
plant and transmission line could be 
salvaged for $3,000,000 or more, and 
declared under examination by com- 
mittee members, that figure was three- 
fifths of all that Mr. Ford had offer- 
ed for the nitrate plants and other 
properties. These, it was estimated, 
had a scrap value to the government 
of $8,812,000, and would be worth 
$16,272,000 if made partially opera: 
tive and the remainder salvaged. 

Opposed te Scrapping. 

The policy of the war department, 
General Williams explained, however, 
was opposed to the scrapping of the 
properties concerned. He added later.

The warrant was obtained by of- 
ficers who have been probing into the 
record of Robert Wyatt, alias Robert 
Baldwin, negro burglar who was shot 
through the neck while inside of the 
Oakhurst pharmacy, which he had 
entered for the purpose of robbery. 
Wyatt was brought to the Grady 
hospital, where he recovered and is 
said to have made a full confession 
to the officers implicating Haddad 
and Azar. 

Patrolman J. N. LeSeur, of the De- 
catur force, who was responsible for 
the capture of the negro, stated he 
Saw an automobile containing two 
white men and a negro drive up near 
the store that was robbed. The negro 
got out of the machine and the white 
men waited in the machine in order 
to haul off the loot, it is charged. 
They were frightened away when they 
discovered the officer, leaving the 
negro inside of the store to be caught. 

Police Chief W. W. Hazelrig and hig 
son, Curtis, who with Officers L. B.

Threatened Suicide. 

A week prior to this time, the offi- 
cial added, a third classmate reported 
that Marcus Drake had told him that 
he was going to “blow out his brains.” 
When questioned, {t was stated, the 
child said that he had given no rea- 
son for desiring to end his life. 

A mild reproof was administered 
to the boy at noon Thursday, accord- 
ing to officials of the school, and soon 
after that time he started with his 
classmates from one room to another 
to Spa's for_his history ~ Ine 
‘stend of 'gdifig to the séeond” bia’ 
room, it is stated, he went home, se- 
cured a revolver from a bureau draw: 
er, and upon his return stood on the 
steps of the school and fired the bullet 
into his right breast. 

He was rushed to Grady hospital, 
very weak from loss of blood and 
probably with a bullet in his lungs. 
He seemed to want to discuss the 
shooting, but physicians refused to al- 
low him to talk. 

Teachers in the Eagan Park school 
said that young Drake is a bright 
boy and had been doing good work 
in his studies up to the present year. 
Recently, they said, his marks had 
not been satisfactory, and his par- 
ents had been urging him to improve 
in his work for several weeks past. 

Teacher Not Blamed. 

Mrs. L. Arthur Mocre, principal 
of the school in which young Drake 
was enrolled in the seventh grade, 
stated Thursday night that she was

Present Provisions Are 

Absolutely Inadequate, 
‘According to Committee 
of Christian Council. 


INCREASE IN FORCE 
OF WORKERS IS URGED 


Members of Committee 
Also Declare Some Em- 
ployers Take Advantage 
of Men Needing Jobs. 


Plans to urge Mayor Key and city 
council to put local employment 
on a scientific basis by establishing 
an adequate and effective central 
clearing house at city hall under the 
control of the municipal government 
were discussed and resolutions passed 
to that effect at a meeting of the 
unemployment committee of the At- 
lanta Christian council Thursday aft- 
ernoon at 12:30 o’clock in the Cham- 
ber of Commerce building. 

Before the question will be present- 
ed to city officials, it will be neces- 
sary that the committee’s resolutions 
be indorsed by the Christian council.

to the council which will meet Friday 
evening at 6:30 o’elock in the Central 
Presbyterian church. M. M. Davies, 
of the firm of Foote & Davies, chair- 
man of the committee, will make a 
complete report of the committee's 
work during the past year and wil’ 
submit the committee’s plans for the 
present year. 
Clearing House Inadequate. 


In discussing the proposed central 
clearing house for local unemployed, 
it was pointed out at the meeting of 
the committee Thursday afternoon 
that the present clearing house for 
the unemployed at city hall is woe- 
fully inadequate to handle the situa- 
tion in anything lik: a satisfactory 
manner. Mrs. Franklin, who has 
charge of the present clearing house, 
has a desk in one of the building’s 
halls and with no help is forced to 
handle, in the best way possible, from 
400 to 550 applications for jobs each 
month. As one of’ the speakers said, 
“the burden which Mrs. Franklin is 
given is too much for any human be- 
ing to handle effectively and satis- 
factorily.” 

The plan of the committee is to 
get the city to establish a clearing 
house which will be large enough to 
cope scientifically and efficiently with 
the unemployment _ situation. The 
city will be asked t take complete 
charge, to increase the clearing house 
office force, and to arrange for sys- 
tematic co-operation of the clearing 
house with local civic organizations. 

According to these plans a list of 
employers who want workers and of 
men who want employment, will be 
obtained, and the clearing house will 
have in its employment persons who 
will study applicants and decide for 
what work they are best suited. It 
also is planned to have a corps of 
workers who will create work for the 
unemployed. 

It is proposed to investigate thor- 
oughly the applicants for positions 
and the employers of the city; to 
give preference to applications for po- 
sitions from Atlantans over those of 
persons vut of town, and to discour- 
age the latter class in every possible 
way from coming to Atlanta in search 
of work. 

Employers Scored. 

It was pointed out at the meeting 
that one concern had made a policy of 
hiring persons and not telling them 
what salary they would draw. When 
the first week passed, the employed 
usually found 50 or 75 cents in his 
pay slip. Other employers have in- 
stituted a policy of compelling work- 
ers to put up a $200 cash bond when 
beginning work. Several employers 
have disappeared, much to the chagrin 
of the fleered employee. 

It is also the hope of the commit- 
tee that the clearing house will ob- 
viate the injury done by “cut-throat” 
agencies which prey upon desperate 
men and women out of work, it was 


declared.

“| MYSTERY PLANNED 


District Attorney Begins 
Own Investigation, Dis- 
satisfied With Lack of 
Results by Police. 


MARY MILES MINTER 
DEFENDED BY MOTHER 


Big Sensations Expected 
in Next Twenty-Four 
Hours—Finger of Suspi- 
cion Indicates Two Men. 


New York, February 9.—Interest of 
the east in the Taylor murder mystery 
of the west was spurred by the receipt 
of a telegram from Mrs. Charlotte 
Shelby, mother of Marg Miles Minter, 
saying that the young film star loved 
the slain director as a daughter would 
a father—and in no other way. 

The telegram from Miss Minter’s 
mother was sent to Arthur James, ed- 
itor of The Motion Picture World, and 
purported to be a friend-to-friend ex- 
planation of recent happenings in Hol- 
lywood. It discounted the “I love you” 
letters which Miss Minter has admitted 
sending to Taylor, and pointed to the 
disparity in age between the girl star 
and the film director as proof that 
nothing serious existed between them. 

“Mary adored Taylor as a child 
would her father,” the message read, 
“and she is badly broken up over the 
tragedy. The friendship between the 
two was beautiful, and she feels that 
she has lost one of her dearest friends. 
Mary has made a complete statement 
to the authorities, and they scout the 
newspaper insinuations that Taylor 
mgy have been slain because of jeal- 
ousy over Mary. She is refusing to 
talk for publication, but is aiding the 
authorities in every way to selve the 
mystery. The letters quoted in the 
press were only those of an adoring 
young girl for a man almost three 
times her age.” 


CASE TO GO 
TO GRAND JURY. 

Los Angeles, February 9.—District 
Attorney Thomas Lee Woolwine will 
submit the evidence of the murder of 
| William Desmond Taylor, movie-direc- 
. tor, to a grand jury soon to be im- 
paneled. It was announced late 
Thursday. 

The decision to turn the mystery 
over to the grand jury: followed an 
investigation the district attorney has 
been conducting for several days. His 
decision was also made, it was re- 
ported, when it was seen that little 
progress in the solution of the mys- 
tery was being made by other sources. 

Woolwine has already started ex- 
amination of the principals in the 
case and will summon a score of 
prominent film stars and directors 
in an effort to. gain every bit of 
knowledge possible about the affairs of 
the murdered director. 

Taylor Feared Murder. 

That Taylor knew that he was 
liable to be killed and that he had 
a pretty definite idea of who his 
assailant might be was learned by the 
district attorney when he again ex- 


amined Henry Peavy, Taylor's negro 
valet. 

He also learned that the murder 
occurred, in all probability, before 8 
o'clock on the night of the tragedy,

Ulster leaders are loud in their 
demands for retention of the crown 
forces “for protection against raid- 
ers,’ while the provisional govern- 


ment insists that it is fully capable 


of handling the situation itself,

In answer to interpellations by 
members of the opposition, Churchill 
indicated that the gevernment was 
exceedingly concerned over the situa- 
tion, but that it would dé its utmost 
to avoid active British intervention 
into the quarrel between north and 
south, and the consequences of the 
outbreak. 

Telephones Cut. 

In the meantime, dispatches from 
Ireland show that all telephone wires 
at the border have been severed, 
isolating Enniskillen and other cen- 
ters. 

Activities of the Ulster defenders 
Thursday were chiefly centered 
around the construction of trenches 
and other defenses in preparation for 
further outbreaks. 

Five thousand Ulster police and 
military are now posted along the 
frontiers, according to the Belfast 
correspondent of The Evening News, 
rendering the border practically im- 
pregnable. The release of scores of 
captives held by the republican raid- 
ers is momentarily expected. 

An official at the war office an- 
nounced that his department is pre- 
pared to send reinforcements’ to 
Ulster the moment they are requested.

It forecast difficulties ahead 
for the American spokesmen in han- 
dling the delicate diplomatic subject 
which always has been a disturbing 
factor in relations between the Unit- 
ed States and Japan. 


Prepares Message. 

Harding, with the conference report 
before him, is preparing his treaty 
message and the pacts will go to the 
senate either Saturday or Monday, ac- 
cording to present indications. 

The latest attack upon Japan, tak- 
ing the form of a warning that war 
will come surely unless Japanese mi- 
gration to California is checked, was 
voiced to the house immigration com- 
mittee by V. §. McClatchey, Sacra- 
mento, Cal., who is definitely engage 
ed here in anti-Japanese agitation, 

-McClatchey, held that the good fegl<” 
ihgs ereated by the arms conference — 
would be swept aside unless the Jap- 
anese in California were curbed. They 


were srowing too rapidly, he said, and 


their entry into the country had not 
ceased. 


Talk Deplored. 


The government had hoped that a 
new era had come as a resuét of ad- 
justment of Pacific differences in the 
arms conference. Hence, war talk 
from California—even if, as in this 
case, only an individual outpouring— 
is deplored. It cannot, however, be 
checked by governmental action. Cal- 
ifornia is skeptical about the results 
of the conference in so far as its own 
domestic problems are concerned. The 
Japanese are hated there because they 
compete at starvation prices with the 
natives, and, McClatchey claims, their 
growth is so great that the whites will 
be crowded out. 

There is, however, a _ disposition # 
here to believe that the Japanese gov- 
ernment is quite content to have the 
doors closed on the vest coast as 
heretofore. Japan, it is believed, is 
now looking toward South America as 
an outlet for surplus population and 
products.

Far be it from us who have all along 
contended that snowflakes doe “patter” 


to become boastful and echesty, but 
one is pardonably proud when a voice 
from northern Connecticut is joined to 
the chorus swelling in defense of au- 
dible snow. : 

‘A recent editorial on “Snowflakes,” 
published by The Hartford Courant, 
in whose cifculation area the little 
white particles are as common as hog 
and hominy in this section, takeS the 
position that snow makes a distinct 
sound when it strikes the earth. 

And in addition to its own knowl- 
edge along this much-mooted line, The 
Courant quotes-a couplet from James 
Russell Lowell’s “Bigelow Papers” as 
testimony that snow does “patter.” 
This latest testimony—and a welcome 
cry it is—comes as Exhibit D in the 
case of the hordes that support the 
theory of “pattering’’ snow. 

‘The Courant’s editorial—reprinted 
for the benefit of the faltering oppo- 
sition ip the controversy—is as fol- 


lows: 
SNOWFLAKES. 

“Judging by recent issues of the pa- 
per the editorial rooms of The At- 
lanta Constitution are now filled with 
much talk regarding s .owflakes, which 
are things with. which northern Con- 
necticut is mof familiar than is At- 
lanta, yet despite a lack of experience, 
The Constitution is in* accord with 
the facts and a servant of the United 
States government has erred and stray- 
ed from the ways of truth. 

“A fortnight ago or more snow fell 
in Atlanta and the newspaper, exer- 
cising due eare and diligence in its 
business, printed a story based thereon. 
Upon reading the article the meteorol- 
ogist in charge of the Atlanta station 
of the weather bureau Objected to a 
eertain phrase. The author had said 


? 


that on withered leaves the dry little 
fiakes pattered like the tiny feet of 
countless legions of winter elves.’ To 
this the Atlanta meteorologist rejoins 
that ‘Science has never recorded a 
snowfall that could be heard. Only 
romance can make audible the patter 
of snowflakes on dry leaves.’ 

“The meteorologist, assuming that 
he is not totally deaf, should come to 
Connecticut at the beginning of a snow 
fall, not sleet, but actual snow, and 
permit some one to guide him into 
any section of woodland which has 
run to ‘scrub’ oaks which hold their 
leaves until spring comes. If he hears 
no ‘pattering’ then he should see an 
expert in diseases of the ear at once. 

“If he should visit any point along 
the shores of the sound, his attention 
might be called to the snow falling in 
the sedge along any salt march, or, 
if the location is too bleak for one. 
from Atlanta, let him enter a thicket 
of cedars running from his own height 
to about twice that, for in any or in 
all of these places he will find that 
snow is not altogether silent. 

“James Russell Lowell may not be 
popular among the lovers of poetry 
who live in Atlanta, and even though 
he may be, the ‘Bigelow Papers’ should 
not be relished but in one of thepoems 
included in the set there occur these, 
lines: 

“*Snowflakes come whisperin’ on the 


pane 
The charm makes blazin’ logs so 
pleasant.’ 

“This may be offered as Exhibit A 
by The Constitution to prove the con- 
tention already set up by the paper. 
Up here there will be no doubt. The 
‘whispering’ of the flakes on the win- 
dow and the rustle as the flakes fall 
upon dead leaves are sounds which 
many of us will remember until we are 
placed where no sound can either vex 
or delight us.” 


Two Principals 
In Taylor Death 
Probe Lived Here 


Two of the persons prominently 
mentioned in’ press accounts of the 
killing of William Desmond Taylor at 
Hollywood, Cal., were former residents 
of Atlanta. 

Mabel Normand, who was probably 
the last person to see Taylor before 
he was killed, with the exception of 
his assassin, was born at Buckhead 
and danced and sang in the chorus of 
the old American theater on White- 
hall street. 

“Dapper Dag’’ Collins, who has been 
sought the nation over, as he is. wanted 
“for questioning” in the Taylor case, 
was born in Atlanta and lived here 
for seventeen years. 

Collins, whose right name is Arthur 
David, was born in East Atlanta and 
is remembered ‘by the residents of that 
section of the city from his picture 
which has appeared in the daily papers. 
At the age of 17 he left home with 
a circus and has not returned since. 
He was held in connection with the 
famous Reid murder case in New York, 
which occurred several years ago. 

Mabel Normand, who admits her 
great friendship for Taylor, bat who 
denies she loved him or that he loved 
her, left Atlanta when she was about 
14 years old to go to New York, where 
she begdn her career. ., After playing 
in a musical coaéedy’ fow a short-time 
she began acting in the movies. 

Her-most recent picture was “Molly 
0.” Miss Normand starred in “Mick- 
ey,” which was the screen sensation 
for monthe and created much discus- 
sion among the movie fans, many of 
whom declared it to be the best of its 
kind ever produced.

Jasper, Ga., February 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)—With a large number of 
friends from throughout the stage 
present, the funeral of former Con- 
gressman F.. C. Tate, who died sud- 
denly here Tuesday night, was he'd 
this afternoon.

Help Producers 


And Consumers 


Truck growers of Fulton and neigh- 
boring counties may bring their prod- 
uce to Atlanta with assurances that 
the market will not be -overflooded, 
while consumers may have absolute 
assurance of having perishable foods 
the year round with small variation 
in price despite the season, according 
to KE. D. Park, Atlanta manager of 
thet Market Engineering and Develop- 
ment company, who has worked out 
a definite plan toward providing a 
steady market for the Georgia pro- 
ducer and an equitable and but slight- 
ly varying cost for the Atlanta con- 
sumer. 

“Under present conditions our truck 
growers, who depend on the Atlanta 
market, are compelled tos dispose of 
their product the minute it ripens. 
And that brings about this condition 
—when one man is bringing lettuce 
to the market, everybody else is bring- 
ing lettuce in, and the rule holds with 
turnips or spinach or any other 
greenery. 

“But our market at Ivy street and 
Auburn avenue is being equipped te 
take care of exactly this condition. 
A farmer can bring, say, his lettuce 
in. He can get a fair price for it, 
because our green grocer can keep 
it fresh for an unlimited time in the 
refrigerated show cases. He doesn’t 
have to sell it at a scarifice because 
he can’t keep it. 
We have a refrigerated storage plant 
in which the producer cap store his 
stuff, if the market should be flooded, 
and he can sell it off to any retailer 
in the city, regardless of whether that 
retailer rents one of our stalls or not. 

“You can readily see what this will 
do. It means that Atlanta will not 
only be able to have its perishables 
tHe year round, but it means that 
they can be bought at a reasonable 
figure, and further than that it means 
that the producer will have an en- 
larged market, a better marketing con- 
dition, and an assurance of better 
prices for his product. 

“Unless our experience with this 
market is different from our experi- 
ence in every other city in which we 
have installed similar buildings, the 
market will prove the most powerful 
kind of a stimulant for truck and 
| fruit growers.”

“During 
1921 Atlanta Scouts answered the call] 
to service 4,965 times and gave 13,032 
hours to community service. Practi- 
cally every civic and community or- 
ganization called on the, Boy Scouts 
for service during the year. ‘The serv- 
ice rendered these various organiza- 
tions was of a nature which could not 
have been done by any group except 
the Boy Scouts. Their earnestness, 
willingness and efficiency was a pleas- 
ure to all whom they served. 

“A safe outlet for the energies of 
the adolescent boy in a city has al- 
ways been a problem, as he is cramped 
for room, and his desire for activity 
is too apt to find expression in the 
destruction of property and general 
lawlessness. But the scout idea is to 
take this perfectly natural desire for 
physical activity and not only prevent 
any bad effects as a result of it, but 
make it a means of positive education. 
They boy is led out into the country, 
into the great outdoors, and there his 
pentup energies find vent. He is in-

OF SYRUP MAKERS 


The state railroad commission 
Thursday asked all railroads in Geor- 
gia to send representatives to a con- 
ference to be held at the capitol Tues- 
day, February 14, to discuss the 
granting of “transient privileges” to 
manufacturers of syrup and molasses. 
The movement -7as initiated by Com- 
missioner James A. Perry, who ex- 
pressed the belief that an arrangement 
can be perfected which will be of vast 
benefit to the farmers who produce 


yrup. 

The plan outlined is to establish a 
central station where all kinds _of 
syrup can be sent for grading. After 
the syrup is graded and packed it then 
can be sent to the original destination. 
Under the present situation the rail- 
roads charge two rates, one for the 
syrup to the grading point and one 
rate from the grading point to the 
original destigation. 

Under the “plan discussed by Mr. 
Perry the farmers can send their 
syrup to the.central grading point, 
have the product graded and packed 
and then shipped to the original 
destination on one bill of lading. 

“This plan is to the syrup pro- 
ducers exactly the same as the milling 
in transit rate is to the corn and 
wheat growers” Mr. Perry said. “If 
such a system can be established it 
should be of great vaiue to tne syrup 
producers.”

Dr. Aven’s Report. 

Dr. C. Aven, head of the medical 
department of the association, made 
a very interesting report. e said 
that 1,555 patients were treated by 
that department during 1921; that 
seven nurses (five white and two col- 
ored) visited homes and assisted in 
clinical work; that the association 
had the service of twenty active phy- 
sicians, of whom there were eight cop- 
sulting physicians, and one part-time 
dentist (services free). Nurses made 
8,906 visits to homes, 1,247 clinics 
were held, and of the 1,555 patients 
treated, 1,103 are still under treat- 
ment, 

Miss Mary Dickinson, who succeed: 
ed Miss Lowe’as executive secretary, 
reported that two full time workers 
have promoted health campaigns in 
schools, churches and clubs (one white 
and one éolored) ; 60 schools tinder the 
direction of the educational workers 
introduced health campaigns, and en- 


rolled 7,000 children; exhibits were | 


placed at the Southeastern fair, 
schools, churches, clubs, and other 
places; 19,557 pieces of health litera- 
ture were distributed; 333 stereopti- 
con’ lectures and health talks were 
given, to 19,781 people, and that 3,228 
children were weighed and measured. 

J. A. Robinson, chairman of the 
colored department of the associa- 
tion, reporting on the negro branch, 
stated that an executive committee of 
twenty plans health and medical cam- 
paigns; that the branch conducted a 
city-wide clean-up campaign in all 
negro districts, and pointed out that 
negro members contributed to help 
meet the association’s 1921 budget. 

Other features of the annual meet- 
ing was a speech by Miss Nelle Brown 
on “The Nursing Service of the Anti- 
Tuberculosis association; a  discus- 
sion on Battle Hill’s program for chil- 
dren, by Dr. J. H. Bradfield; music 
by Mrs. John 8S, Lester; a speech on 
modern health crusaders by Master 
Kenneth Baird: a discussion of negro 
educational work by Katie Kelly, col- 
ered; a selection of songs by crusad- 
ers from the Yonge Street school, col- 
ored; a historical presentation of the 
life and experience in the work of anti- 
tuberculosis of Miss Rosa Lowe, by 
Miss Lowe; a discussion of the five- 
way social service opportunity, by 
Kendall Weisiger; a discussion of the 
relief work of the association by Mrs. 
J. B. Rowe, and an inspirational ad- 
dress by Dr. William Torrence Stuch- 
ell, pastor of the Congregational 
church.

Freight Traffic Planned

Juliette, Ga., February 9.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Steps have been taken to re- 
sume navigation on the Ocmulgee and 
Altamaha system of rivers, and if the 
project is successful @argoes will be 
moving to and from Macon on the Oc- 
mulgee within a few months. ‘Lhe 
Macon Chamber of Commerce 1s active- 
ly behind the movement and has been 
assured of the co-operation of business 
men and others who realize what im- 
measurable benefits would accrue to 
that city and territory from naviga- 
Lion. 
All previous attempts to make navl- 
gation of the Altamaha river success- 
tul have been local and more or less 
sporadic, But this year all towns and 
business interests touching upon these 
rivers are united behind the movement. 
Some time ago a meeting of business 
men and city officials and others in 
towns along the Altamaha river sys- 
tem from Macon to tidewater was 
held in Brunswick, and definite results 
are expected later. — Several months 
ago the Altamaha Ltiver Improvement 
association was organized. Members 
of the organization are city officials, 
business men and shippers of Macon, 
Dublin, Lumber City, Abbeville and 
half a dozen other towns o: the river. 

Before this association was formed 
information as to resuming navigation 
and what procedure to take was se- 
cured from government engineers, the 
rivers and harbors committee of con- 
gress, and business interests affected. 
They advised Macon and other cities 
on the river fronts to form an asso- 
ciation composed of men in every town 
interested. This was done and gov- 
ernment engineers immediately sur- 
veyed the rivers to determine what 
would be necessary to make them navi- 
gable. 

Will Ask Aid. 

They will soon outline a program 
and congress will then be asked to 
make a sufficient appropriation, to car- 
ry on the work. Senator W. J. Har- 
ris already has appeared before the 
rivers and harbors committee of con- 
gress and the government engineers at 
Washington in the interest of having 
these rivers made navigable. Only 
$20,000 bas been appropriated by con- 
gress to be spent on the Ocmulgee river 
from Macon to the sea. This amount 
is so small that little benefit can be 


* derived. 
in repair machinery required in the

cities on these rivers have demon- 
strated their willingnéss to help co- 


operate in a movement of this kind, 
which means so much to them in re- 
duced rates and other advantages. 
With the rivers properly developed, 
there is no reason why large cargoes 
for freight can not be kept moving 
up and down the system. Government 
engineers realize this, and that is why 
they recommended that all business 
interests come together and perfect a 
strong organization instead of localiz- 
ing the project.

the importance of reaping ‘benefits 
from the navigation of the Altamaha 
river system of rivers and of utilizing 
this, her greatest asset, suécess would 
unquestionably await them.” 

“So one can see that there is noth- 
ing to do but complete the organiza- 
tion of a river improvement associa- 
tion,” it was stated, “ask congress for 
an appropriation sufficient to carry 
on the improvement work recommended 
by United States engineers, and then 
take steps to form a navigation com- 
pany and proceed with navigating the 
Ocmulgee, Oconee and Altamaha riv- 
ers.” 

The purpose of the inspection was 
to determine if the Oconee and Al- 
tamaha rivers are of sufficient impor- 
tance to justify a larger appropriation 
for their development as a means 0 
navigation. The existing project for 
development of rivers that can be made 
navigable was adopted by the rivers 
and harbors committee in 1912. 
provides for a channel three feet deep 
during summer low water from Bruns- 
wick to Milledgeville and Macon. The 
appropriation made for this improve- 
ment is only $40,000, and for that 
reason no progress has been made.

Atlanta offices of Doremus-Daniel & Co., 
yesterday received the following comment 
over its leased wires:

U.S. CREDIT AID 
IS NOW PLANNED 
FOR RAILROADS 


Washington, February »¥.—Means 
of lending the aid of the government’s 
eredit to the railroads of the country 
are under consideration in administra- 
_tion: circles, it was indicated today 
by high officials. Any such plan, how- 
ever, it was stated, would not involve 
the use of government money for ren- 
dering financial assistance to the car- 
riers by the use of federal credit. 

Secretary Hoover suggested today 
that a government guarantee of rail- 
road equipment trust certificates 
make them attractive to investors and 
enable the roads to raise money for 
needed rolling stock without the ex- 
penditure of funds from the treasury. 
Secretary Mellon is also understood 
to regard favorably the idea of lend- 
ing the government's credit to the car- 
riers on the theory that better busi- 
ness conditions generally would result 
from improvement in the railroad situ- 
ation. If any such steps should be 
taken, however, in the opinion of At- 
torney-General Daugherty, legislation 
probably would be necessary and in 
this case some difficulty might be en- 
countered in congress. 

The need of the railroads for more 
equipment is their own difficulty, in 
the opinion of Secretary Hoover, who 
said today it was up to the railroads 
to take the leadership in presenting 
some constructive plan for providing 
funds. ‘The railroads’ troubles, he as- 
serted, “were in anticipation” which 
made any relief measures difficult of 
adoption at this time. He expressed 
the belief that if the shortage of 
ears became sufficiently acute there 
would be pressure from all sides to 
remedy the situation. Underequip- 
ment of railroads, he maintained, had 
its effect on the employment situation 
‘anc upon agricultural conditions. Sec- 
retary Mellon is also understood to 
coincide with this method. 

Use of the governinent’s credit has 
already been extended to the farmers, 
Mr. Hoover pointed out, in the guar- 
anteeing of farm loan bonds. He in- 
dicated that some such method might 
be utilized to aid in the railroads if 
the emergency should become suffi- 

ciently acute to require assistance.

In Steel Strike 


Yorkville, Ohio, February 9.—( By 
the Associated Press.)—Five powerful 
searchlights mounted on water towers 
and other high parts of the Yorkville 
plant of the Wheeling Steel corpora- 
tion swept the hills on each side of the 
Ohio river all night. They also search- 
ed every road leading into the village 
for possible gatherings of mill work- 


last July.’ The night passed quietly, 
after the excitement- of yesterday, 
when one striker was killed and a sym- 
pathizer was wounded by _ shooting 
from within the mill. 

Sheriff Edward Lucas, of Jefferson 

county, with his forty deputies, pa- 
trolled the streets of the town in the 
vicinity of the plant, but did not in- 
terfere w'‘h the little squads of strik- 
ers who throughout the night kept 
careful watch in the streets around the 
company’s property. These pickets 
usually were an American and a for- 
eigner. They appeared to be well or- 
ganized. 
The rest of the town retired soon 
after midnight and, with the exception 
of the pickets and the guards within 
the mill enclosure there were few 
about. In the mill yard all was bustle 
and activity. 

Superintendent McNulty, in charge 
of the plant, refused to make a state- 
ment, but said work in the mill was 
being continued during the night and 
four mills were in operation. Intense 
interest was manifested by the strik- 
ers in persistent reports that offigers 
of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica had taken up their cause, and had 
asked Governor Davis, of Ohio, to 
order all armed guard except the sher- 
iff’s regular deputies taken away from 
the mills. They said there were fully 
2000 members of the United Mine 
Workers within a short distance of 
Yorkville, and as one of the local lead- 
ers expressed it: “They’re all our 
friends.” 

Vice President Larkins, of the Amal- 
gamated Steel, Iron and Steel Plate 
Workers, explaining the strike, said 
all the plants of the Wheeling Steel 
corporation were affected by the strike 
order last July 1. They include two 
mills at Wheeling, one at ~“Martins 
Ferry, one at Leeds Bottom, W. Va.

Rome, February 8.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Dissolution of the 
Italian parliament and the holding of 
a general election have been practi- 
eally decided upon in the event of the 
failure of former Premier Orlando to 
form a government to succeed the 
Bononi ministry which resigned last 
week. Signor Orlando -was invited 
by the king today to attempt the 
formation of a new cabinet. 

Orlando’s task is regarded as hope- 
less, the majority of the chamber 
being inimical to the former premier, 
whom they term “the may from Ver- 
sailles.” 

Alleged failure of Italy’s represent- 
atives in the peace conference to ob- 
tain for the country what the Italians 
consider due them is weighing heavily 
on the political destinies of Signor 
Orlando. ‘The opinion is held by the 
deputies that after 48 hours Orlando 
will inform the king that he is unable 
to organize a cabinet, and that then, 
as a last resort, the ruler will call 
upon former Premier Giolitti. 

With the two most numerous par- 
ties in the chamber, popular Catholics 
and socialists, pledged to oppose the 
return of Giolitti, the latter is not ex- 
pected to be able to solidify the re- 
maining nine groups into a working 
majority; it is believed he will not 
accept the task, but will advise the 
king to appeal to the people. 

Signor de Nicola’s failure apparent- 
ly discourages other aspirants, as de 
Nicola is popular with all groups, and 
where he failed others are considered 
not likely to succeed. 

No Italian government can exist 
without the collaboration of the Cath- 
olics or socialists, and while they have 
agreed to form a rather strange com- 
bination opposing Gioiitti, there does 
not seem to be a man in political life 
in Italy at present who-can mould 
both groups into an entity to support 
him. They are not able to govern by 
themselves, but are in a position to 
prevent anyone from governing with- 
out them. The possibility of a general 
election is accentuated with each un- 
successful attempt to form a cabi- 
net. 

The general impression in political 
circles, should an election occur, is 
that the left parties would suffer 
heavy losses, and that the nationalists, 
fascisti and right and center groups 
would be strengthened.

Washington, February 8—A dele- | 
gation representing shipping and busi 
ness interests of the west coast who 


are supporting a tentative plan for 
the organization of a $30,000,000 Pa 
cific ports shipping combine to ac- 
quire the combination passenger ships 
owned by the government and ope- 
rated in the Pacific, were urged by 
Chairman Lasker, of the shipping 
board, today to bring about agree- 
ments in principle that would iron 
out any differences which might exist 
between competing ports and make the 
— of such a corporation possi- 

e. 

The delegation came here to lay 
their plans before Mr. Lasker and 
President Harding. They were re- 
ceived by the president during the 
day and were said to have been as- 
sured by him of his interest in the 
organization of a company, the stock 
of which should be popularly owned 
by the people of the Pacific coast, for 
the development of the American 
merchant marine in the Pacific. Mr. 
Harding, it was added, told the dele- 
gation that nothing concerned him 
more in domestic legislation than pro- 
viding proper aide to establish an 
American mercbant marine. 

Mr. Lasker in discussing the ques- 
tion with the delegation, said the 
shipping board hoped that all the com, 
munities on the Pacific coast would 
unite in “a common, popular = ef- 
fort towards the formation of suen 
a company.” Of course, he said, 
if a higher bid for the passenger 
ships, other than that of the con- 
templated company was received this 
would settle the -matter, but he in 
dicated that the board preferred a 
eustomer which would “represent all 
the people of the Pacific coast and 
that will be organized in the nationa! 
interest, rather than by a capitalistic 
grout for profit only.”

Newport News, Va., February 9.— 
The fire which destroyed the liver 
Northern Pacific off Cape May, N. J., 
yesterday with the less of four ship- 
yard men, started on the lower deck 
amidships, and had been burning for 
hours before it was discovered shortly 
after midnight by Second Officer A. 
B. Wilson. 


This was definitely established 
this afternoon from statements of sur- 
vivors who are in Norfolk and New- 
port News. 

The origin of the fire is a mystery 
andi may have started before the 
Northern Pacific was out of New 
York harbor. 

Survivors of the steamship are not 
satisfied that the burning of _ the 
steamer was wholly accidental. 

Captain William Lusti, master of 
the Northern Pacific, declined this 
morning to make a statement, but 
members of his crew were not quiet 
so reticent. They suspect foul play 
before the ship left her berth on the 
ill-fated voyage, but realizing they 
can prove nothing, decline to make 
any direct charge or statement. 
The Northern Pacifie’s destruction 
took a new turn this morning when 
an attorney for the Sun Shipbuilding 
company attempted to get sworn state- 
ments from the survivors. The crew, 
evidently having been cautioned by 
the master, had nothing whatsoever 
to say. 

Captain Lusti had warned his men 
that the shipping board orders pro- 
hibit their telling anything of the 
accident and those who at one time 
appeared willing to give further de- 
tails of the disaster now are silent. 
The master was asked pointblank 
concerning reports that the ship might 
have been “fixed” by someone before 
she left her berth. He quickly de- 
manded to know from whence the re- 
port came and on being told that it 
could not be traced to its source 
said that he must decline to answer 
any and all questions. He did not 
know that the shipping board has 
ruled that the ship was regarded as 
the property of the charterers or op- 
erators and intimated that there will 
be, litigation growing out of this phase 
of/ the situation. The ship was in- 


ut was not. to be finally delivered 
ntil reconditioning was completed. 

& .Captain Lusti now is dictating a 
confidential report to the shipping 
board. The statement is a lengthy 
one, and goes into detail. “If the 
hipping board makes it public after 
they receive it you will then have 
the full story,” the captain said. 


SIXTH FIRE VICTIM 
FOUND IN RICHMOND 


Richmond, Va., February 9.—Burn- 
ed beyond recognition, the sixth vic- 
tim of the Lexington hotel fire was 
taken from the ruins at 3 o’clock this 
afternoon. The body is thought to be 
that of a man, as fragments of a vest 
were found nearby. ‘The head is miss- 
ing and only the stumps of limbs re- 
main.

Cox slept in a corner 
room on the fourth floor, almost di- 
rectly over the spot where the rescuers 
are now digging. It is considered en-

Japanese legislators are not s¢ 
talkative as our American legislators, 
that is, at least not in America, judg- 
ing from the behavior here at the Pied- 
mont hotel of T. Saito, member of 
the imperial house of representatives 
of Japan, who was elected to the low- 
er house as a champion of the agricul- 
tural interests. : ’ 

No, T. Saito does not flourish his 
arms and let loose a_ broadside of 
words in defense of or in champion- 
ship of this or that statute, nor does 
he attempt to attract the public atten- 
tion by any and every means. No, T. 
Saito, with a smile on his face, sits 
comfortably back in a leather chair, 
says hardly a word and makes eyery 
effort to escape public attention. 

In addition to his political posi- 
tion, T. Saito is managing director of 
the Nippon Chemical Fertilizer com- 
pany, Ltd., Osaka, Japan. He is tour- 
ing America to become familiar with 
this country’s agricultural and indus- 
trial conditions, and will follow the 
same course. in Murope. Accompany- 
ing him are his secretary, Sakuro Inui, 
of Nippon Kagaku, Hirako Kaisha, 
Ltd., Osaka, and Akira Sakanouye, 
chief engineer of the Nippon Kagaku 
Fertilizer company, Ltd., Kyobashi 
3-Chome, Higashikn Osaka, Japan. 

But despite T. Saito’s disinclination 
to talk about conditions as he had 
found them in this country, he admit- 
ted his interest in methods used here, 
saying that he had noticed that Amer- 
icans are diligent and hard working, 
and are very skilful in operating 
labor-saving machinery. “These two 
factors,” he said, “make her the great- 
est agricultural country in the world.” 

He also said that the Washington 
peace conference will prevent war for 
at least ten years, and expressed the 
hope thatAmerican and Japanese trade 
relations will be increased as a result. 

However, it was Sakura Inui who 
made the most illuminating and in- 
teresting remarks about America and 
Americans. He wondered why Amer- 
ican ladies bob their hair; asked why 
American men remove their hats when 
ladies enter an elevator; and then 
he wanted to know why the fashions 
in women’s dress change so, 

The three visitors were piloted 
around Atlanta by Lee Parker, of the 
trade section of The Constitution, who 
has traveled in the Orient where he 
was in the employ of the British- 
American Tobacco company.
